The heavens will be bursting with shooting 
stars this week. 

Thursday night into early Friday the annu- 
al Perseid meteor shower is expected to peak 
with double the normal number of meteors. 
Scientists call this an outburst, and they say 
it could reach up to 200 meteors per hour. 

Prime viewing should be in the pre-dawn 
hours of Friday after the moon sets. 

The last Perseids outburst was in 2009. 
Thanks to a gravity nudge from Jupiter, 
debris from comet Swift-Tuttle could stray 
closer to Earth again. These scattered specks 
of dust— a trail in the comet’s wake— are 
what flash as they enter the atmosphere at 


a mind-blowing 132,000 mph and burn up. 

“Flere’s something to think about. The 
meteors you’ll see this year are from comet 
flybys that occurred hundreds if not thou- 
sands of years ago,” NASA meteor expert 
Bill Cooke said in a statement. ‘And they’ve 
traveled billions of miles before their kami- 
kaze run into Earth’s atmosphere.” 

Scientists hope to capture the action with 
a new instrument at the International Space 
Station. The U.S.-Japanese experiment is 
appropriately named Meteor. 

An August tradition, the Perseids are so 
named because the meteors appear to ema- 
nate from the constellation Perseus, the 
Medusa-killing hero of Greek mythology

“The accommodations here are pleasantly 
surprising,” said Rick Mitchell, veterinarian 
for the U.S. dressage team. “Our horses are 
not complaining about anything.” 

The Rio Olympics have largely become the 
Good Enough Games, with scaled-back ven- 
ues and reduced services becoming the obvi- 
ous rule. Shortcuts can be seen everywhere, 
including the human athletes’ village, where 
in the days prior to the opening ceremony 
teams were forced to deal with plumbing 
problems, unfinished construction work and 
even a lack of coffee. 

But the Deodoro equestrian center, the 
four-legged athletes’ village in the western 
part of the city, appears to be the exception as 
riders and support team members have raved 
about the conditions.

The horses sleep in newly constructed 
170 -square-foot stalls, with dimmer lights 
and filtered water flavored to their tastes. The 
equine athletes— as they are called here with 
great deference— have American flags hang- 
ing outside their accommodations, some- 
thing their riders are warned against doing for 
safety reasons in the human athletes’ village. 

Every effort is made to make the facility as 
home-like as possible for the equine athletes, 
who thrive on routine. When they travel 
overseas, for example, they drink filtered wa- 
ter flavored with a Gatorade-like electrolyte 
booster so the water will taste the same re- 
gardless of what country they’re in. 

They have their own personal grooms, who 
arrive around 6 a.m. each day to feed, clean 
and take them for a walk. They get a morn- 
ing checkup from Mitchell, a daily visit that

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Finally, fans get to see Floyd, 
White suit up for the Bears

L eonard Floyd stood in the shade of 
a beech tree Tuesday in a courtyard 
at Olivet Nazarene University The 
Bears’ final full practice of training 
camp was complete and the 23-year-old line- 
backer seemed ready for a nap. 

Away from the field, Floyd has that manner. 
He’s reserved and humble and ultra-polite. 

So even when the topic of his NFL debut 
against the Super Bowl champion Broncos at 
Soldier Field arose, the rookie just shrugged. 

Had he thought at all of what emotions 
might start pulsing when he strapped on his 
Bears helmet and began his first NFL game? 

“No sir,” Floyd responded. “I haven’t 
thought of a feeling I might have yet. I’ll just 
wait until I get out there, have the feeling and 
go from there.” 

Still, Floyd wants it known that he’s not 
taking this stage for granted, that he’s aware 
of the expectations being heaped upon him 
during the Bears’ rebuilding project. And 
game day, he swears, has a way of overpower- 
ing his usual Southern grace. 

“I believe,” Floyd said, “that once I get into 


the stadium, my alter-ego just comes out.” 

With that identity change, Floyd said, the 
quiet kid from Eastman, Ga., turns into a 
menace, an attacking pass rusher who can’t 
shut up and utilizes an on-field vocabulary 
where “you’ll probably have to blank some of 
the stuff out.” 

“It’s the opportunity to make plays,” Floyd 
explained. “Once I know I’ve got an opportu- 
nity to do that, it just gets my blood pumped.” 

Floyd won’t be alone in that feeling Thurs- 
day Receiver Kevin White, himself readying 
for his first NFL game action, should feel a 
similar adrenaline surge. 

And with that, as football season officially 
returns to Soldier Field, a new Bears era will 
begin with two top-io picks left to offer at 
least a one-night glimpse into their promise. 

The curiosity factor promises to be enor- 
mous as the Bears raise the curtain on their 
two most important young players. The 
team’s turnaround timetable will likely di- 
rectly correlate with the development rates of 
Floyd and White. 

Yet both players remain on the low end 
of their learning curves. For Floyd, selected

No. 9 overall in April, there’s been an empha- 
sis on finding ways to get his rangy 240-pound 
body NFL-ready 

White, meanwhile, continues swimming 
upstream as he learns to become a more pre- 
cise and sophisticated route runner. 

Stuck with a physically-unable-to-perform 
designation for the entirety of his rookie sea- 
son, White’s football skills gathered rust. So 
now, coach John Fox believes, White has to 
utilize the upcoming preseason games as a gi- 
ant can of WD-40. 


By all accounts, White has been the con- 
summate professional for the past 15 months. 
He’s driven and attentive and among the 
team’s most eager learners. But that only 
means so much. 

Sure, White pushed to learn the playbook 
while rehabilitating from leg surgery last 
season. Yeah, he stayed engaged in meetings 
whenever possible. 

But now? 

“There’s a difference between sitting in a 
meeting room and knowing what’s going on 
when it’s air-conditioned and quiet,” Fox said. 
“It’s a whole lot different thing when you’re 
getting your head slapped in, it’s hot, you’re 
sweaty Now it’s about remembering what to 
do. A lot of it’s mental.” 

If White has passed the pop quizzes of 
training camp, it’s time now to see how he 
handles a full-speed NFL exam. 

And even White understands that in his 
bid to become a difference-making talent, his 
next big hurdle is gaining experience. 

“It’s just getting more reps, more experi- 
ence under my belt,” White said. “I think that 
will come naturally.”

There’s something

Rather than wrapping up with a sweet 
song about friendship, it’s proud to make 
things weird with a grocery store-wide orgy 


What happens? 

Foul-mouthed food in a grocery store can’t 
wait to be chosen for “the great beyond,” a 
paradise that they imagine exists beyond the 
sliding doors. Frank (Rogen) the sausage and 
Brenda (Kristen Wiig) the bun are just really 
excited to get it on. But when a jar of honey 
mustard (Danny McBride) gets returned 
and has a different story about what hap- 
pens when you’re chosen (and probably has 
PTSD), Frank, Brenda and their friends set 
out to discover the truth. 

What’s good? 

A lot of “Sausage Party” is genuinely clever, 
offering commentary on why we’re so com- 
mitted to our religious beliefs, why we’re 
shamed for sexual desires and how cultural 
differences put up walls that are ultimately 
arbitrary It’s impossible to hear the littlest 
frank, Barry (Michael Cera), talk about how 
girth is more important than height without 
laughing. “I’ve got the girth to fill a bun. 
They’ll know I’m there.” (Again, good luck 
the next time you eat a hot dog.) 


What’s bad? 

For every witty joke in “Sausage Party” 
there’s another that’s cheap and obvious. 
Nick Kroll plays the villain (other than, you 
know, the ravenous people), an actual douche 
out to get revenge against Frank and Brenda 
for breaking his nozzle. You can imagine the 
sort of winning humor that inspires. Seeing 
food viciously swear is amusing at first and 
then feels a little gratuitous after a while, and 
it’s sort of hard to parse the movie’s end game 


because, well, food is going to get eaten. It’s 
an uprising story with nowhere to go, making 
the middle of the 88-minute movie drag. 

Final verdict 

Though “Sausage Party” is often lazily outra- 
geous, those who enjoy the Rogen/Goldberg 
humor will undoubtedly be laughing for 
much of it, and even those with more sophis- 
ticated senses of humor will find a few things 
to chuckle about. 


Michael Cera talks ‘Sausage Party,’ Broadway and the ‘Twin Peaks’ reboot

Michael Cera hasn’t seen “Ghostbusters” yet. 
The 28 -year-old —whose obsession with the 
original at age 3 apparently inspired him to 
be an actor— has been too busy to see much 
of anything lately You may know him as the 
awkward kid from ‘Arrested Development,” 
“Juno” and “Superbad,” but he looks a little dif- 
ferent in the upcoming “Sausage Party” As in, 
he’s playing a hot dog. 

The movie is the first R-rated CG animated 
movie and was thought up by Evan Goldberg 
and Seth Rogen, the team responsible for the 
likes of “Superbad,” “Pineapple Express” and 
“This Is the End.” Much of the star-studded 
cast of “Sausage Party,” including Cera, have 
worked on previous projects with Goldberg 
and Rogen, making this something of a re- 
union. 

“You go into a little recording studio, and 
everyone’s there and it’s incredibly relaxed 
and you just laugh,” Cera told RedEye during 
a recent phone interview “You just try to make 
each other laugh. There’s not a crew around. 
It’s infinitely more relaxed than if you were on 
a set and running out of time and there’s a lot 
of people around doing manual labor.” 

Comedy has made up the bulk of Cera’s ca- 
reer, but he admitted that working on an ani- 
mated film is a bit of a different animal: Facial 
expressions and movement go out the window, 


and all you have to work with is your voice. 

“You’re just much more conscious of your 
voice,” he said. “You kind of have to be big- 
ger than you’re used to. If you’re just talking 
like I’m talking now — which is sounding sort 
of meek and ill or something — it’s very flat on 
screen. So you have to be broader than you’re 
used to.” 

Accepting new challenges has been a 
theme for the actor as of late; in 2014, he did 
a 20-week run in the Broadway production of 
“This Is Our Youth,” which took the stage at 
the Steppenwolf Upstairs Theatre in Chicago 


before moving to New York. After years on 
sets and in front of the camera, Cera called the 
experience more rewarding and less frustrating 
as an actor, adding that he’d love to do it again. 

“On sets, [you have to be] ready when it’s 
your moment— the 1 percent of the day when 
you’re needed,” he said. “With a play, you show 
up to rehearsals, you get there in the morning 
and everyone gets a coffee and then you have 
a whole day to work on it and your hands are 
really in there, and that really is the work— all 
of the performing.” 

Coming up, Cera will play Robin in “The

after 6-year-old JonBenet 
Ramsey was found dead 
in the basement of her 
family’s Colorado home in 
December 1996. Can we 
maybe recommend not 
trying to capitalize on the 
death of a kid? Maybe? 
CBS is also planning to 
revisit the case with a 
six-hour docuseries, and 
Investigation Discovery 
will premiere a three- 
night series in September. 
Stoppppp.
